Our Ottawa Letter. 


({s¥ow nounn Latrer ) 
Orrawa, Jan. 10,872. 

Evitor Staxparp :—The year recently 
passed away has been to Cansda a happy, 
prosperous, and eventful one. One of the 
lending feutures in its political history was 
the result of the labors of the Joint High 
Commission at Washington, in the treaty 
which will long be regarded as one of the 
most notable monuments of diplomatic skill; 
—a treaty by which these dangerous ques- 
tions which threatened at some time or other 
to involve the two great Anglo Saxon nations 
in war, and bring ruin and desolation upon 
Canada, have been {forever settled, and which 
while promoting the prosperity and progress 
of this country has left the settlement of the 
fishery question in our own hands. The 
change for the better in American public 
feeling, which hag taken place since the 
treaty, is most marked, and the example set 
by England and the United States in thus 
settling disputed international questions 
without referring to the stern arbitrament of 
war, is one that may well be followed by 
other nations hereafter. As this treaty will 
come before the Dominion Parliament in a 
few days, the discussion that will arise can- 
not be anticipated. But our Parliament, as 
well as the Congress of the United States, is 
fully competent to reject or to adopt the 
provisions of the treaty whieh relates to: the 
fisheries, and even the rejection of them.

There had always been a lingering 
apprehension that the passage of the Rocky 
mountains would present insurmountable 
difficulties, but we learn now that by the 
rou e reported on the gradients are lighter, 
the passes lower, and the distance shorter, 
than eitherthe Central or Northern Pacific 
Railways. We shall have to wait for the
